SCHEDULE 

AMENDMENT OF MORMUGAO PORT EM¬ 
PLOYEES’ (LEAVE TRAVEL. CONCESSION) 
REGULATIONS, 1964 

In exerdse of the powers conferred by Section 28 
read with Section 124(1) & (2) of the Major Port 
Trusts Act, 1%3 (38 of 1963, the Board of Trustees 
of the Port of Mormugao, hereby makes the follow¬ 
ing rwulations further to amend the Mormugao 
Pott Employees’ (Leave Travel Concession) Regu¬ 
lations, 1964 :— 

(i) These regulations may be called the Mor¬ 
mugao Port Employees’ (Leave Travel 
Concession) (Second Amendment) Regula¬ 
tions, 1990. 

(ii) These regulations shall be effective from 
the date of publication of the sanction of 
the Central Government in the Gazette of 
India. 

(I) Amendment o Regulation 20 of the existing 
L.T.C. Regulations ;— 

Delete the existing Regulation 20 and substitute 
the following Regulation 20 namely:— 

“20—MODE OF PREFERRING CLAIM.— 
(i) In case where no travel advance Lad 
been drawn the period within which an 
employee should submit his claim on com¬ 
pletion of the return journey should be 3 
months. Accordingly, his right for reim¬ 
bursement of his LTC claim, where no 
advance is drawn by him, shall stand for¬ 
feited or be deemed to have been relinqui¬ 
shed if the claim is not preferred within 
three months of the date of completion of 
return journey, and, in cases where advance 
has been drawn towards LTC the final bill 
have to be preferred within one month of 
the completion of return journey. Jf that is 
not done, the authority which sanctioned 
the advance should enforce lump sum reco¬ 
very of the advance forthwith and once 
such recovery is made, it should be taken 
as if no advance had been drawn and the 
claim allowed to be preferred within a period 
of 3 months from completion of return 
journey failing which lit shall stand forfeited. 

However, Chairman may extend the pres¬ 
cribed time limit of 3 months In cases where 
non-submission of adjustment bill can be 
attributed to genuine difficulties. 

(H) In cases whofe.advance is not utilised fully 
but the adjustment bill Is submitted In time, 
interest may be charged at the rate pres¬ 
cribed for advances for purchase of con¬ 
veyance (other than motor Car) plus 2-112 
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per cent per annum on the unutilised por¬ 
tion of the advance from the date of drawal 
of advance to the date of refund of advance. 


(iii) In cases where adjustment bill is not sub¬ 
mitted within the prescribed time, the entire 
amount of advance may be recovered in 
one lumpsum immediately on expiry of 
such time limit. In such cases interest may 
be charged at the rate of interest prescribed 
at Sub-Clause (iij above on the entire 
amount of advance from the date of drawal 
to the date of recovery of amount. 

Chairman, may however waive charging 
of interest, in cases where non-submission 
of adjustment bill can be attributed to 
genuine difficulties.
